Washington, D. C., Feb. 26.—{Spe- 
cilal.J—The outstanding effect of the 
vetoing of the McNary-Haugen farm 
relief bill by President Coolidge today 
was to launch the candidacy of former 
Gov. Frank O. Lowden of Illinois for 
the Republican nomination for Presi- 
dent next year. : 

Renomination of the President will 
be formidably opposed by the corn belt 
and other sections of the agricultural 
west, which is already aflame with 
Lowden sentiment, according to the 
leaders of the movement for the Mc- 
Nary-Haugen surplus control measure 
championed conspicuously by the for- 
mer Illinois governor. 

“It looks as if the farmers would 
have to elect a President to get farm 
relief,” significantly remarked Repre- 
sentative Dickinson [Rep., Ia.], who 
wrote the original surplus control bill. 
He predicted that iowa would be solid 
for Lowden. 


Start Louden Petition in Iowa, 

Despatches from Des Moines brought 
first word of the Iowa revolt. sixty- 
}one members of the state legislature 
‘signed a petition urging Mr. ‘Lowuert © 
to become a candidate for the presi- 
dential nomination. Both hotises of 
the Iowa legislature passed a resolu- 
tion calling on congress to override 
the Coolidge veto. The house passed 
it 76 to 3 and the senate 24 to 8. The 
governor approved this action. 

Inasmuch as the McNary-Haugen 
bill was passed by a majority in both 
houses, considerably short of two- 
thirds, it will be impossible to enact 
the bill into law over the President's 
veto. Admitting this on the floor of 
the senate following the reading of the 
veto message, Senator McNary [Rep., 
Ore.] moved reference of the veto to 
the committee on ulture, He 
realized that some voted for the 
bill would not vote to pass it over the 
veto and he felt that the showing 
would react unfavorably upon the 
farm relief proposition. 

Later he changed his mind and an- 
nounced that he would move passage 
of the bill over the veto as soon as 
the senate assembles tomorrow. The 
failure of this motion will end the farm 
relief effort in this congress, which 
expires next Friday. rat 


Condemnation in Strong Terms, 

Even the opponents of the corn belt 
plan for boosting the prices of farm 
products on the American market were 
unprepared for so comprehensive a 
condemnation of the measure as was 
spread before them by the veto mes- 
sage. 

The President pronounced the bill 
unconstitutional in numerous particu- 
lars, found it an invasion of emecu- 
tive authority, and a dangerous dele- 
gation of power by congress to une 
official organizations. He said it is 
a price fixing scheme indirectly and 
would put the government into buying 
and selling. 

He condemned the equalization fee 
as a tax on some farmers for the bene- 
fit of others, He asserted the plan 
would increase production and lower 
the world price to a point that would 
result in flooding the country with 
foreign farm product imports over the, 

Fears Legalized Profiteers. 
Furthermore, the plan, said the Pres. 
ident, would increase the cost of liv- 
ing and make the packers and millers 
legalized trusts authorized to profiteer 
without restraint. It would subsidise 
foreign cempetition with our farm. 
ers and cause other nations to shut 
their markets to American products in 
retaliation for the dumping of Ameri- 
can farm produce abroad. Huge bu. 
reaucracies would be required to ad. 
minister the measure. Finally, in the

Officials of large Chicago milk dis- 
tributing companies were undecided 
last night as to what effect the de- 
mands of the Milk Wagon Drivers’ 
union for a wage increase of $5 a 
week will have on the retail price of 
milk May 1. 

Thursday night the drivers voted 
unanimously to ask for an increase 
when the present agreement expires, 
May 1.

Broad Powers of Board. 


“A board of twelve men are granted 
almost unlimited control of.the agri- 
cultural industry, and cannot only 
fix the price which the producers of 
five commodities shall receive for their 
goods, but can also fix the price which 
the consumers of the country shall 
pay for these commodities. The board 
is expected to obtain higher prices for 
the American farmer by removing the 
surplus from the home market and 
dumping it abroad at a below cost 
price. ' 
“To do this the board is given the 
authority. by implication to fix the 
domestic price level, either by means 
of contracts which it may make with 
processors or\coUperatives, or by pro- 
‘viding for the purchase of the com- 

odities in such quantities as will 

ring the prices up to the point which 

the board may fix. 

“Except as it may be restrained by 
fear of foreign importations, the farm 
board, composed of representatives of 
producers, is given the power to fix 
the prices of these necessities of life 
at any point it sees fit. 

No Restraint on Price Boosting. 

“The law fixes no standards, im- 
poses no restrictions, and requires no 
regulation of any kind. There could 
be no appeal from the arbitrary deci- 
sion of these men, who would be un- 
der constant pressure from their ¢on- 
stituents to push prices as high as 
possible. To expect moderation under 
these circumstances ‘is to disregard 
experience and credit human nature 
with qualities it does not possess. 

“It is not so long since the gov- 
ernment was spending vast sums and 


erting every effort to break up com- 
binations that were raising the cost of 
living to a point conceived to be ex- 
cessive, This bill, if it accomplishes 
its purpose, will raise the price of the 
‘specified agricultural commodities to 
the highest possible point, and in do- 
ing so the board will operate without 
any restraints imposed by the anti- 
trust laws. 

“The granting of any such arbitrary 
power to a government board is to 
run counter to our traditions, the 
philosophy of our government, the 
spirit of our institutions, and al) prin- 
ciples of equity.

impracticable collections at the point 
of sale. In the case of transporta- 
tion companies it points out the enor- 
mous fliifficulties of collecting the fee 
in view of the possibility of shipping 
commodities by unregistered vehicles. 

“In so far as processors are con- 
cerned, it estimates the number at 
6,632, without considering the number 
of factories engaged in the business 
of canning corn or manufacturing food 
‘products other than millers. 


Shows Magnitude of Task. 


“ Some conception of the magnitude 
of the task may be had when we con- 
sider that if the wheat, the corn, and : 
cotton crops had been under operation 
jm the year 1925 collection would have 
been required from an aggregate of 
16,034,466,679 units. The bureau states 
that it will be impossible to collect the 
equalization fee in full. 

“ The bill will not succeed in provid- 
ing a practical method of controlling 
the agricultural surplus, which lies at 
the heart of the whole problem. In 
the matter of controlling output the 
farmer is at a disadvantage as com- 
pared with the manufactuer. The lat- 
ter is better able to gauge his market 
and in the face of falling prices can 
reduce production. 

“The farmer, on the other hand, 
must operate over a longer period of 
time in producing his crops and is 
subject to weather conditions and dis- 
turbances in world markets which can 
never be known in advance. 


No Curb on Production. 

In trying to find a solution for this 
fundamental problem of the surplus 
the present bill offers no constructive 
suggestion. It seeks merely to increase 
the prices paid by the consumer, with 
the inevitable result of stimulating 
production on the part of the farmer 
and decreasing consumption on the 
part of the public. It ignores the fact 
that production is curbed only by de- 
creased, not increased, prices. 

“In the end the equalization fee 
and the entire machinery provided by 
the bill under consideration will mere- 
ly aggravate conditions which are the 
cause of the farmer’s present distress. 

“We must be careful in trying to 
help the farmer not to jeopardize the 
whole agricultural industry by sub- 
jecting it to the tyranny of bureau- 
cratic regulation and control. That is 
what the present bill will do. But 
aside from all this, no man can fore- 
see what the effect on our economic 
life will be of disrupting the long es- 
tablished and delicately adjusted chan- 
nels of commerce. 


“MENACE TO PROSPERITY” | 


“That it will be far reaching is un- 
deniable, hor is it beyond the range 
of possibility that the present bill, if 
enacted into law, will threaten the very 
basis of our national prosperity, 
through dislocation, the slowing up of 
industry, and the disruption of the 
farmer’s home market, which absorbs 
$0 per cent of his products. 

“With the limited number of farm 
cobperatives with whom contracts may 
be made for surplus disposal and the 
fact that farm codperatives are not 
likely: to be engaged in meat packing, 
flour milling, or cotton spinning, it ap- 
pears certain that the largest part of 
these contracts must be made between 
the board and the processors and other 
agencies. 

“It means that the whole contract 
in swine, for instance, must be carried 
out with the meat packers; that a 
large part of wheat operations must be 
carried out with flour millers, wheat 
exporters, and others. It means that 
any establishment which has such a 
contract can charge what it likes to 
our American consumers because it 
can place the loss from any product 
unsalable at home on the farmer or 
the government by dumping it abroad. 

Guaranty to Packers. 

“In actual working this is a com- 
plete guaranty of the profits of these 
concerns without restraint or limita- 
tion on profiteering against»American 
consumers, of. which the farmer him- 
self is a very large element. It is 
not a guaranty to the farmer. The im- 
plications of this were pointed out in 
significant remarks in the minority re- 
port of the house committee on agri- 
culture, which merits fuller attention 
than it has been given. 

“The silence of the majority report 
on this phase of the subject, in view 
of its wide circulation in the farming 
communities of the country, can be 
only because the proponents of the 
bilf are unwilling that the farmers of 
the nation shall‘earn that it is pro- 
posed that the equalization fee prin- 
ciple shall be utilized to assure to the 
packers what they have not been able 
to gain for themselves—a certain profit 
from every year’s operation. 

“The proponents of the bill at the 
hearings conceded that it could not 
operate as to animals except under a 
contract with the packers. It inci- 
dentally follows that no packer with- 
out a contract could operate with the 
board. The bill nowhere protects the 
independent-packer. It does provide 
that there shall be no discrimination 
between codperative associations. It 
contains ng like provisions as to pro- 


Burden but No Benefits. 


j 


“The bill would impose the burden 
of its support to a large degree upon , 


through the department of justice ex-/ farmers who would not benefit by it. 


| The products embraced in the plan are 
‘only about one-third of the total Amer-| 
ican farm. production. The farmers 
who grow these commodities are them- 
selves large consumers of them, and 
every farmer consumes some of them. 

“There are severa] million farmers 
who do not produce any of the desig- 
nated products, or very little of them, 
and they must pay the premiums upon 
the products designated in the bill. In 
some commodities, such as corn and 
mill feed, the farmers are practically 
the sole consumers. It is proposed to 
increase the price of corn and mill feed 
to. American farmers, and therefore 
the costs to the dairy and cattle feed- 
ing industries whose products are 
omitted from the bill. 

“Beyond this, it means that by 
dumping of American feeds abroad at 
lower prices than those charged under 
this plan to the American swine, cat- 
tle, and dairy farmer, we should be di- 
rectly subsidizing foreign production of 
pork, dairy, beef, and other animal 
products in competition with our own 
farmers in the markets of the world. 
We shall send cheap cotton abroad and 
sell high cotton at home. 


Peril of Increasing Surplusés. 

“The effect of this plan will be coh- 
tinuously to stimulate Amtrican pro- 
duction and to pile up increasing sur- 
pluses beyond the world demand. We 
are already overproducing. It has 
been claimed that the plan would only 
bé used in the emergency occa- 


the price. 


‘surplus over domestic requirements,’ 
and as we have had such a surplus in 
most of the commodities covered in 
the bill for fifty years and will have 
for years to come it means continuous 
action. 

“It is said that by the automatic in- 
crease of the equalization fee to meet 
the increasing losses on enlarged 
dumping of increasing surplus that 
| there would be restraint on production. 
This can prove effective only after so 
great an increase in production as will 
greatly enlarge our exports on @ll the 
commodities except cotton. 


‘“With such increased * surpluses 
dumped from the United States onto 
foreign markets the world prices will 
| pe~broken down and with them Amer- 
ican prices upon which the premium‘is 
based will likewise be lowered to the 
point of complete disaster to Ameri- 
can f ers. It is impossible to see 
how this bill can work. 

Europe Might Fight Back. 

“Several of our foreign markets 
lave agriculture of their own to pro- 
tect and they Have laws in force which 
may be applied to dumping and we 
may expect reprisals from them 
against dumping agricultural products 
which will even more diminish our for- 
cign markets, 3 

“The bill is essentially a price fix- 
ing bill, because in practical working 
the board must arrive in some way at 
the premium price which will be de- 
manded from the American consumer, 
and it must fix these prices in the con- 
tracts at which it will authorize pur- 
chases by flour millers, packers, other 
manufacturers, and such codperatives 
as may be used, for the board must 
formulate a basis upon which the board 
will pay losses on the export of their 
surplus, 

Cost-Plus Contracts. 

“The present volume of exports of 
the commodities designated in the bill 
is one and one-half billion dollars per 
annum. A multitude of contracts in- 
volving scores of different grades and 
qualities and varieties of products with 
thousands of individuals, both for raw 
~-and manufactured materials, must be 
entered into—practically cost-plus con- 
tracts. 

“The monetary volume of these con- 
tracts will be further expanded beyond 
even this sum because in hogs, for in- 
stance, the exports are in the main 
lard and bacon, while other parts of 
the animal are consumed at home, and 
thus contracting must apparently needs 
cover all hogs, not the export surplus 
alone. : 

Would Build Up Bureaucracy. 

“ Therefore, the bill means an enor- 
mous building up on government bu- 
reaucracy to let and inspect these bil- 
lions of dollars of contracts with all 
their infinite variety of terms cover- 
ing different goods and their different 
grades and qualities. In turn, all of 
the contracts of resales by these in- 
stitutions must be examined and 
checked to determine the losses made. 

“Parallel with it another bureau- 
cracy must be built up to:collect and 
distribute the equalization fee. It all 
calls for an aggregation of bureaucracy 
dominating the fortunes of American 
farmers, intruding into their affairs 
and offering infinite opportunities to 
fraud and incapacity. It does not re- 
place any middlemen or manufactur- 
ers; it means that thousands of offi- 
cials are set to watch them and the 
farmers to see that they do not evade 
the requirements. 


Adds to Cost Spread. 
“One of our difficulties today is th 
great spread between the farmer and 
the consumer. All these increased 
processors’ profits and this cost of 
bureaiicracy must simply add to this 
spréad without bringing to the farmer 
any return on such items. In fact, as 
he is a large consumer, he also pays 
this. 


ly buying or selling these commodities, 
it must under this bill let contracts for 
others to do so and name therein the 
terms upon which they shall buy and 
sell. No matter how disguised, this in 
plain terms is government buying and 
selling of commodities through agents. 


| QUESTIONS ITS LEGALITY | 


_ “It is proposed that the administra- 
tion of this plan shall be in the con- 
trol of a board whose members are 
nominated to the President by agri- 
cultural organizations for his trans- 
mission to the senate for confirmation. 
“That appears to be an unconstitu-| 
tional limitation on the authority of 
the President, but, far more impor- 
tant than this, I do not believe that 
upon serious consideration the farmers 
of America would tolerate the prece- 
dent of a body of men, chosen solely 
by one industry, who, acting in the 
mame of the government, shall ar- 
range for contracts which determine 
prices, secure the buying and selling 
of commodities, the levying of taxes 
on that industry, and pay losses on 
foreign dumping of any surplus. 
“There is no reason why othe~ tn- 
dustries—copper, coal, lumber, tex- 
tiles, and others—in every occasional 
difficulty should not receive the same 
treatment by the government. Such 
action would establish bureaucracy on 
such a scale as to dominate not only 
the economic life, but the moral, so- 
cial, and political future of our people. 
Raps Delegation of Powers. 
“The amount of the equalization 
fees, the method of collection and dis- 
position of these great sums of money, 
are to be determined by the board 
without any effective check or review 
from the executive or congress—a 
delegation of powers under which our 
form of government cannot- continue. 
“No time limit is placed upon the 
contracts which the board may make.

“Apart from the necessity of con- 
tracting with the packers, the biil con- 
fers upon the board unlimited power 
as to the nature, extent, and duration | 
ef contracts with other processors.

For exampie, a 
wheat codperative may, in a year of 
shortage, take wheat from a member 
on a day when it is selling a. $2.50 
a bushel.

“Nothing more destructive of all

HOW BILL WOULD OPERATE | 


“Let us see how the bill is to be 
put into operation. This act provides 
that before operations as to any one 
of these commodities shall begin it 
shall be necessary to obtain an ex- 
pression from the producers of the 
commodity through a state convention 
of such producers. This applies in, 
any state ~vhere not so many as 50 
per cent of the producers of tho par- 
ticular commodity are members of co- 
operative associations or other 
izations.”’

“It is impossible to see how such 
conventions of producers could ever 
be held. The bill does not say ‘dele-

equalization fee on the corn. 
_ Feeder Might Have to Pay Twice. 


“This, of course, would be true as 
to swine; moreover, the feeder who 
had been compelled to purchase the 
ground feed would pay the fee on that 
and when he sells his swine he pays 
an additional fee on that transaction. 
He peys twice. 


“It is provided in the law ‘the 
board shall determine in the case of 
any class of transactions in the com- 
modity whether the equalization fee 
shall be paid upon transportation, 
processing, or sales.’ | 

“The act itself provides in section 
10 [B] the board may, by regulation, 
require any person engaged in the 
transportation, processing, or acquisi- 


tion by sale a basic agricultural 
conimodity: 
““*{1])... [2], To collect an equaliza- 


tion fee as directed by the boardand 
to account therefor.’ Thus the com- 
mon carrier, if on transportation, or 
the processor, if on processing, or 
those who secure by sale, if on sale. 
collect the fee which must fall on the 
producer. Transportation under the 
act means the acceptance of a com- 
modity by a common carrier for de- 
livery [section 15 [5] ]. Regardless of 
just how it is collected, it is the in- 
tent that it shall fall upon the pro- 
ducer. The farmer pays it when his 
product moves. ..., 


Only Levied on Basic Commodities. 

“It is important to bear in mind 
that the equalization fee can only be 
levied upon a unit of the basic agri- 
cultural commodity. This means the 
actual commodity itself as defined in 


producer to feed to cattle and hogs, 
so that a situation might arise where 
there would be a surplus above the 
requirements for orderly marketing. 

“The act then could be put into 
operation as to corn under all the dif- 
ferent kinds of agreements. But the 
vast expense of financing the opera- 
tions of these agencies in the corn 
market would be charged not against 
the entire commodity but against that 
part of the commodity which is used 
for milling or processing or that is 
transported by a common carrier. 
This, according to statistics, amounts 
only to some 15 to 20 per cent of the 
corn produced. 3 

Finds Equalization Inequities, 

“That the equalization fee is not 
laid on the entire commodity is not 
apparent from a casual reading of the 
act: But a close study shows that sec- 
tion 10 provides that there shall be paid 
‘an equalization fee upon one of the 
following: Te transportation, process- 
ing, or sale of such unit.’ There is no 
other way to collect the fee. If that 
stood alone, then all the corn would be 
subject to the fee unless it were used 
by the raiser, but section 15 [1] says: 

“*In the case of + + Corn, the 
term “processing ’’ means milling for 
market of * » €0Orn or the first 
processing in any manner for market 
- + Of corn not so milled, and the 
term “sale” means the sale or other 
disposition in the United States of 
- + Corn for milling or other proc- 
essing for market, for resale, or for 
delivery by a common carrier. ‘ 


“So, unless the corn is processed or 
sold for milling or other

Bushel Burden Tremendous. 

“ The only figures in the debates with 
reference to corn are some estimates 
based solely upon exportable surplus, 
which really form no basis for the 
present proposed plan based on desire 
for orderly marketing and not for con- 
trolling the small exportable surplus, 
While it is difficult to estimate the 
burden of this equalization fee, which 
must be borne for the entire crop by 
this small proportion, the simplest cal- 
culation will show that the amount 
per bushel necessarily would be tre.

Mr. Guedalila talks with his lips, his 
cheeks, his eyes, and his straightly 
brushed back hair. There is a fire and 
a sharpness in his speech—it has that 
slight crossness with the world that all 
educated English voices have, but 
there is also a clipped accuracy of 
speech that must have come from his 
years as a lawyer. 

It was a tossup for some time 
whether he should be a lawyer or a 
writer. “I was rushing from a divorce 
suit to my desk, from briefs to docu- 
ments, which I was pouring over in 
search of material, and I ‘decided that 
I would have to decide whether I 
wanted to be a lawyer or an author,” 
he says. ‘The decision was not an 
easy one, because I liked both of the 
things I was doing enormously. I was 
doing that when I was writing ‘ The 
Second Empire,’ but I never did it 
again. I gave up the law.” (But 
that accounts for the occasional sar- 
castic turning of the scalpel that Mr. 
Guedalla does now again in his work.) 

“I got into the habit of thinking 
of home as a place where I was at lei- 
sure, and an office as a place where 
I worked, so after I gave up my lw 
office I took another one for my writ- 
ing. As a matter of fact it is a large 
studio, thus depriving a deserving art- 
ist of a place to work, where there 
are no telephone, no visitors, and no 
I rarely have tea when I am 
working, for the reason that if I had 
tea I should have to make it myself.” 

That sounded like a place where 
work could be done expeditiously to 
me. 


“No. I worked four years on ‘ Pal- 
merston,’ and I shall probably have to 
work just as long on the life of the 
Duke of Wellington, which I am going 
to do as soon as I get back to Eng- 

land,” he continued.
